‘In ‘earnestness to secure 
admission into the Union, Mr. Kinaey leaves 
unturtied no stone, and presses with zeal every 
possible argument bearing on the question. 
The relations which the Delegate has always 
(and now more than éver) ‘sustained towards 
the Church authorities and the acknowledged | 
leatlers of the people, are safficient assurance 
that he knows what he is about, and that de- 
epite the scoffs of Elder Taylor in his sermons, 
the leaders really desire admission into the 
sisterhood of States. at the present session of 
Congress. The speech of Mr. Kinney, and the 
necessary inferences to be deduced therefrom, 
prove fhe suggestion we made at’ the time, 
that abuse of the Government and sneers at 
the Upfon gre indulged by some men, with the 
bad design of keeping up the ide& that the 
Government fs the enemy of the people, and 
of instilling into the minds of the latter hatred 
of the Union. But let this pass. We opine 
there is snfficient intelligence among the 
people to detect the hypocrisy of the course 
commented on, and from the teachings of the 
Elders to extract the wheat from the chaff. 
The citizens of Utah will find out, by and by, 
that their interests are common with the inte- 
rests of the Union and thoee States wifich are 
bending their energies to sustain the Govern- 
ment and crush rebellion ; that their surest 
safeguard and only hope is the broad Consti- 
tution of the land, notwithstanding the efforts 
of some would-be teachers to convince them 
to the contrary. 

Recurring to Mr. Kinney’s speech, we find a 
great portion of it tobe an elaborate argument 
against the constitationality of Territorial 
governments, and an apparent vain effort to 
find warrant for such governments in the Con- 
stitution. Were this an open question, we 
might feel disposed to enter the lists with Mr. 
Kinney ; but at this late day, after three-quar- 
ters of a century have sanctioned such Terri- 
torial organizations, it seems a useless expen- 
ditare of breath. They arose out of the very 
necessity of the case, and at the worst, our 
fathers found that it was a question between 
anareby on the one hand, and a paternal, 
helpiag government, on the other. We may 
suggest, however, to Mr. Kinney, that the 
right to govern the Territories has usually 
been derived by our statesmen as the neces- 
sary deduction from the sovereign right to 
acquire territory by conquest, treaty or ces- 
sion. It is a power incidental to National 


sovereignty, and comes under the last clause | . 


of Sec. 8, Art 1, granting to Congress the 
power “to make all laws which shall be 


necessary and proper for carrying into execu- 
tion” the powers vested in the Government 
of the United States—among which are the 
power to declare war, make treaties, levy and 
collect taxes, aud provide for the commen de- 
fence and general welfare, etc. But as we 
have said, itis too. late now, successfully to 
question this right, and Mr. Kinoey is ep ro 
in a Quixotic attempt when he undertakes 
overturn the uniform policy of the pasta En 
ment, even when influenced by the hope of 
forcing Utah into the Union as a State. The 
exercise of the power was inaugurated by the 
very men who the Constitution, when 
in 1787 the ted the celebrated ordi- 
nance of ”  peovidieg for a Territorial or- 
ganization of what was called the “ Northwest 
Territory.”
